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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 1 , 2012 has been entered. 

2. Claims 12 and 28-30 are pending in this application. 



Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 12 and 28-30 are allowed over the prior arts cited records. 
The closest prior arts are: 

1) Hausman (US 6,086,619) discloses an apparatus and method for modeling 
optimization problems providing variable specification of both input and output in 
enhanced graph theoretic form. Problem elements including nodes and links may be 
defined, as may constraints on nodes and links and on groups of nodes and links 
including proportional and required relationships between network elements and groups 
of network elements that are connected and unconnected. Data received in enhanced 
graph theoretic format are transformed into the form of an objective function, possibly 
including linear, bilinear, and quadratic terms, and a system of constraints, which are 
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then solved using network program, linear program or mixed integer linear program 
software. 

2) May (US 6,317,727) discloses a credit monitoring system in an electronic 
trading system forms a complex check to determine if two particular counterparties will 
except each other for a particular trade based upon their respective predefined credit 
preferences. In accordance with an embodiment, credit preferences imputed by each 
counterparty with regard to the other counterparty are referenced to determine the trade 
eligibility of either party with respect to the other for a particular financial transaction 
instrument. Indication of whether a counterparty can enter into the proposed trade is 
conveyed to the respective trader, preferably using a color coding scheme in which 
various colors represent the relevant credit status with regard to the viewing trader. The 
complex check performed by the system may be embodied in a simple yes/no 
statement, in terms of maturity of a particular financial instrument, or in terms of a risk 
quotient (i.e., risk equivalent or RQ) initially determined by the system, though 
modifiable by the trader. 

3) Young (US 6,393,409) discloses computer technology for substantially 
optimizing portfolios of multiple participants is disclosed. Preferably the portfolios of 
such multiple participants comprise fixed income instruments. The disclosed systems 
and methods include using at least one computer system for storing digital data 
representing portfolio holdings of multiple parties and, in particular, for each participant 
storing in the computer memory data representing constraints with respect to the 
desired portfolio. The method and system comprise optimizing using an optimization 
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engine portfolio and constraint information of multiple participants so as to generate a 
set of trades that would substantially optimize participants portfolios with respect to a 
known objective. 

Therefore, it is clear from the description of Hausman's, May's, and Young's 
inventions that the cited prior arts do not consider the possibility of: determining, via 
processor instruction, data corresponding to a linear combination of edges 
corresponding to a maximum notional amount for the graph with respect to one or more 
exchange definitions , as included in ciaim 12; determining, via processor instructions 
stored in the one or more memories and executed on the one or more processors, data 
corresponding to a linear combination of edges corresponding to a maximum notional 
amount for the graph with respect to one or more swap definitions , as included in 
ciaim 28; determine a linear combination of structured cash flow exchanges having a 
net present value of substantially zero and corresponding to maximum flow for a graph 
having at least one node corresponding to at least one swap such that the set of 
structured cash flow exchanges determined thereby is substantially hedged , as 
included in claim 29; determine a linear combination of structured cash flow 
exchanges having a net present value of substantially zero and corresponding to 
minimum cut for a graph having at least one node corresponding to at least one swap 
such that the set of structured cash flow exchanges determined thereby is substantially 
hedged , as included in claim 30.
